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Nature herself seemed to have fixed the Eastern 
limit of the Latin language at the Adriatic, and even 
in Italy Greek was equally familiar with Latin to the 
educated classes. Suetonius, Fronto, Hadrian himself, 
wrote in Latin and Greek indifferently. 
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
